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downward trend in financial stability. 

REVITALIZATION OF INNER CITY_- Make greater use of 
public and private resources for community development. 
Development and establishments of comprehensive economic 
development and urban renewal policy and program that will 
result in the improvement in the quality of life in inner city 


areas without the resultant displacement or disruption of, its 
residents. And provide incentives by way of tax abatement 
businesses to locate within the inner-city. 

Improve the quality of human services to the inner-city, thus 
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reversing the flight of residents to suburbs. 

Reevaluation of city zoning and development policies to 
encourage residential and commercial development within the 
inner-city. 

Expanding the City Cade Enforcement Division to encour- 
age a more rigorous enforcement of code violations. 

Establish a $100,000 Revolving Fund to expand community 
development. Clamp down on negligent absentée landowners.

The repeal of Issue 2, he said, 
would tie the hands of legislators 
by requiring a 20 majority vote of 
the 33 senators to pass tax 
increase measures. tn the House, 
60 of the 99 members would have 
to approve this same proposal, 
Bowen explained

Rinehart Pledges ToA 
Unemployment, BackMinority Businesses 


“Dana Rinehart's interest in 
the needs of people through- 
out Columbus is proven by his 
track record of performance as 
Franklin County Treasurer. We 
believe Rinehart will be a 
Mayor for al! people, adminis- 
tering city government ina fair, 
open and honest way.” 

The Coalition of Black Minis- 
ters for Rinehart made that 
opening remark at a press con- 
ference Tuesday morning at 
Rinehart Headquarters. The 
Coalition was joined by Walter 
McCreary, former deputy 
director of Administrative Ser- 
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vices, and numerous Commun- 
ity !eaders in announcing “The 
Rinehart Commitment To The 
Black Community.” 

“This commitment covers 
human, social and neighbor- 


hood services,” the Rev. Leon 
Troy, chairman Rinehart 
for Mayor campaign, said. 


‘Rinehart also goes on record 
for his commitment to minori- 
ties in employment, inner-city 
development, minority busi- 
ness and minority participation 
in the political process.”

“Beyond Rinehart’s com- 
mitment for what he'll do as 
Mayor is what he has done as 
Franklin County Treasurer 
these past six years,” the Rev. 
Dr. Wil‘iam Ricks, presiding 
elder of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, said. 

On employment, Rinehart 
has.always employed blacks in 
every level of the County 
Treasurer's Office. He hired 
the first black female deputy 
treasurer in the state; has 
received an award fromthe 
Ohio House of Representatives 
for his Affirmative Action Plan- 
-the first of its kind in the Frank- 
lin County Treasurer's office; 
and records show that 
employment.of minorities in 
the Treasurer's Office has 
always exceeded minority 
work force and population fig- 
ures for Franklin County. 

As a member of the Mayor's 
Economic Development 
Council (MEDC), Rinehart 
pushed for development of the 
Mt. Vernon area and served on 
the Mt. Vernon Ave. South 
Advisory Task Force. He's also 
supported:Urban Enterprise 
zones, which provides jobs in 
Columbus’ inner-city areas. 

“Rinehart has reteased sever 
‘Columbus Tomorrow’ plans-- 
a series of proposals for 
Columbus,” Walter McCreary 
said.“Those proposals outline 
goals, strategies and plans that 
not only address the needs of 
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our community, but of the 190 
neighborhoods throughout 
Columbus.” 

McCreary said that Rine- 
hart’s proposals--"A Summary 
of An Economic Development 
Plan for the City of Columbus;” 
“Strategies to Generate New 
Revenues for the City of 
Columbus Without Raising 
Taxes or Cutting Services;" "A 
Summary of A Crime Reduc- 
tion Plan. for the City of 
Columbus;” “Strategies to 
Marshal City Resources to 
Assist Public Education in 
Columbus;” “Strategies To 
Combat Domestic Violence In 
Columbus;” “A Telecommuni- 
cations Plan for Economic 
Development In Central Ohio;" 
and “A Plan To Improve Refuse 
Collection In The City of 
Columbus" all point to the tho- 
roughness with which Rinehart 
plans to address the needs of 
the people and neighborhoods 
of Columbus as Mayor. 

“Rinehart stands not only on 
his record of performance," 
McCreary said, “but he is a 
man of experience and brings 
to the Mayor's office solid 
managerial skills and abilities." 

The Rev. R.F. Hairston, pas- 
tor of Refuge Baptist,Church, 
said that Rinehart has also 
worked to meet human needs. 
He cited Rinehart's “Early 
Bird” tax payment project 
which helped keep the Colum- 
bus Public Schools open dur- 
ing a financial crisis in 1978 
and his Senior Citizen Property

It has been three years since 
“The State of Black Columbus, 
1980," the Columbus Urban 
League's major research doc- 
ument, was written. 

In that time, Columbus has 
seén the election of a conser- 
vative Republican president 
and a liberal Democratic 
governor; the installation of a 
new superintendent of public 
schools; leadership changes in 
many of the city’s major corpo- 
rations, and social welfare 
organizations, such as the Uni- 
ted Way and the Metropolitan 
Human Services Commission. 

There has been continued 
expansion in the high- 
technology and service indus- 
tries; further decline in the 
manufacturing base; and a 
recession (which felt like a 
depression) which sapped mil- 
lions of dollars from the 
Columbus economy. 


There have been old politi- 
cians, black and white, resign- 
ing and new ones, black and 
white, elected; changes, on the 
school board; and continued 
desegregation of the public 
‘schools. 

«Much has changed; but 
much has remained the same, 
or worsened. 

In spite of the state's passage 
of HB 584 to assist minority 
businesses, there was ganscal

agreement that the state of 
black business in Columbus 
was in decline. 

According to State Rep. Ray 
Miller there was “no progress 
in the private sector” in helping 
black businesses get non- 
governmentalcontracts. 
“There's been over one billion 
dollars in downtown develop- 
ment, and you can look around 
and see the total exclusion of 
minorities in (those projects).” 

In fact, Frank Lomax of the 
Columbus Urban League 
believes there has been an 
“even greater loss of black 
businesses,” since the report 
was written. “Those that have 
survived have been the bigger 
ones in construction and servi- 
ces,'' says Lomax, CUL 
president. 

A worsening economy has 
caused a massive increase in 
unemployment in the black 
community, as it has in the 
white community. What has 
not changed is the fundamen- 
tal fact that, according to David 
Hamilton, “continuously, black 
unemployment is twice white 
unemployment, and it hasn't 
changed in 30 years.” 

But what the economy has 
done is increasingly polarize 
the city along racial and eco- 
nomic lines, in the view of 
Hamilton, “in where people live 
and in access to jobs.” Welfare 
dependency has undoubtedly 
increased in the last three

it happened.” 

William Schwanekamp, 
executive director of United 
Way, believes “the community 
itself has opened up a bit in its 
willingness to come to grips 
with these kinds of problems 
(created by 'the recession).”’ 
Certainly a portion of this atti- 
tude can be due to an awaken- 
ing sense of sogial conscious- 
ness by those business-orient- 
ed readers of the report. 

The League itself has bene- 
fitted from the report. Lomax 
feels, “It's put us in the fore- 
front of being the people who 
know what’s gding on in the 
black community. It’s thrust us 
into situations that allows us to 
advocate for some changes.”

the League will assist in assess- 
ing and meeting not only the 
needs of the person who is 
coming into the League office, 
but the family as well. 

But in these successes, is the 
paradox of progress, particu- 
larly as it relates to black peo- 
ple, where more is done, much 
more needs to be done. The 
terrifying economic.conditions 
SO many poor and black fami- 
lies face have only been tickled 
by even the most concerted 
community efforts. 

“Some of the good things 
that have happened are reatly 
sO small in their totality,” Wil- 
liam Schwanekamp says.

Prevent Fires; Don’t Start Them 


The. killing of children in house fires ought to touch 
everyone's heart. It's time for concerned citizens to zero in 
on such negligent incidents that continue to snuff out the 
lives of innocent young ones. 

Last year, 12 children (six black and six white) were killed 
in fires, the demon of destriction that caused more than 
$4 million in damages to different homes, according to the 
Columbus Fire Department. 

The innocent kids were killed by no fault of their own; 
they lost their lives, either when they were playing with 
matches that adults carelessly left within their reach, or 
through sparks from electrical equipment 

A few of these incidents were reportedly started by arson- 
ists who had their own reasons for such heinous crimes. 

Last vear, fires killed a total of 227 persons in Ohio, 

Also, last year was the third in a row that the fire deaths 
remained low, thanks to the educational and information 
on the use of smoke detectors, coordinated by the State 
Fire Marshall's office. 

One such life-saving-information-packagé. Fire Preven- 
tion Week, began in Ohio last Sunday and will run through 


Oct. 15. The Columbus Fire Department's Statistics also 


have shown that last year a total of 1,514 fires were caused 
by open flames or sparks; 507 emanated from smoking 
materials; 182 were from heat, started by electrical equip- 
ment arcing or overloading; 407 were from heat from fuels, 
and 417 were from hot objects. 


“The Call and Post is concerned about the rate at which _ 


theives of innocent children are taken in fires. Also, we see 
this incidence as a socio-economic problem, which we 
need to address. 

Those who smoke cigarettes either have to exercise 
greater care in the house and other places. or equally fol- 
low other fire prevention tips, instead of the inadvertent 
killings of young ones. .

Strip Search Law Needed 


The issue of strip searches has again been raised, this: 
time in University Heights. where a young black woman 
claims she was forced to disrobe in front of a male 
policeman 

The woman had been arrested on a warrant for an out- 
standing traffic violation in East\Cleveland 

The woman's complaint reiterates the point we continue 
to make, the Ohio General Assembly must consider the 
matter and take away the discretion that some police offic- 
ers fail to use properly 

Most police departments operate under some sort of 
guidelines which allow officers to determine which persons 
will be strip-searched. Abuses of that freedom have been 
occurring with increasing frequency and with the revela- 
tion of the alleged abuse in University Heights it is evident 
that Cleveland Police are not the only ones lacking in 
common sense 

We defy any police department to bring forth any evi- 
dence that young white females, with the same standing 
under the law as blacks, have been stripped searched 

Police have defended the practice as necessary but if it is, 
why is it arbitrarily enforced? 

The issue can't be resolved by guidelines simitar to those 
recently issued by the Cleveland Police Department. Nor 
can it be resolved by a hodge podge of loca! ordinances 
Only the Ohio Legislature can enact a law that will commit 
all policemen to the same policy and eliminate the discre- 
tion 


Black Subcontractors Didn't Celebrate 


While the nation observed Minority Business Devetop- 
ment Week last week there was one group of minority 
businessmen that were not celebrating 

Black subcontractors, working on the Community 
Development Department's sidewalk program are working 
in an inverted world, with every struggle uphill 

When the city increased sidewalk districts to eight. there 
was hope that blacks would get a fair share of work. Instead 
only one black received a prime contract, for nearly 
$900,000, out of the $10,000.000 bid letting All other black 
participation in the program came through subcontracts 

The rest of the contracts went to the same group of 
contractors that has historically received all the contracts. 
Most of the black firms are struggling to stay in business 
There are two apparent reasons for these conditions. The 
first is the terms under which subcontractors receive work 
They are pitted against one another and generally agree to 
work for far less per unit than the prime contractor bid to 
the city. They are also given work that is not as economical 

’ to complete as that retained by the majority firm 
The combination of those circumstances means black 
subcontractors are doing substantial portions of the work 
for an inconsistent percentage of the money 
Thecity could remedy this situation by changing the bid 
specifications. mandating joint ventures where minority 
firms would own a Share of the job including any profit or 
losses 
Such aventure should be by contract which would stand 
up in a court of law 
If the city chooses to maintain the present system then 
the bid specifications should define five-percent as the 
maximum allowable administrative fee That would force 
prime contractors to choose their subs on the basis of the 
quality and efficiency of their work 
The second factor mitigating against blacks is the lack of 
bonding Because of the unique relationship between con- 
tractors and bonding companies it is possible that blacks 
who qualify for bonds may not get them because of pres- 
sure from majority firms who would nip competition inthe 
bud 
A realistic solution would be for blacks to pool their

As aPan-African studies college 
student in the early seventies. |can 
vividly recall reading these words 
of Frederick Douglass ‘Power 
concedes nothing without a 
demand It never did and it never 
will Find out);ust what any people 
will quietly submit to and you have 
foun® out the exact measure of 
injusiice and wrong which will be 
imposed upon them. and these will 
continue till they are resisted with 
either words or blows. or with 
both 

It was during this formative 
stage in my own development 
when | came to see and under- 
stand the nature of the social con- 
frontation between white and 
black people in America has his- 
torically beencentered around the 
issue Of power. or. from a subju- 
gated people s perspective. the 
issue of the lack of power 

In 1983. this issue was evolved 
into the fundamental question of 
the illegitimate power of the des- 
cendents of the slave masters to 
define and proscribe the descend- 
ents of the slaves. As such. the 
most obvious significance of a 
Jesse Jackson run for the presi- 
dency ts in its bold challenge to 
traditional white definitions of 
black people's civil rights. Like itor 
Jackson's so far undeciared 
Candidacy has again raised the 
issue of black power to the level of 
open national discusson 

In a recent Village Voice article. 

Freedom When?” Roger Wilkins 
casts this same issue of black 
power in the following terms: “The 
degree to which blacks have been 
able to expand their civil rights has 
depended in large measure on the 
degree tq which old myths about 
them (and the old myths about the 
omnipotence of whites, which 
some blacks had come to believe) 
have been drained of their vitality ~ 
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‘Ronald Braucher, executive 


_ director of SET, said heis opposed 


to the tax law, because he is 
against “educational welfare.” He 
also opposes that law, because the 
state provides funds for school 
busing as a means of desegregat- 
ing public schools, he said. . 


Braucher blasted the spending 
of $1 million to finance the estab- 
lishment of an Ohio Trade Com- 
mission office.in the West African 
nation of Nigeria. And in what is 
most likely to be regarded by 
blacks as a blatant racial slur, 
Braucher asked: 

“What do we need some guy sit- 
ting outside a tent in Lagos, Nige- 
ria, for a $1 million-a-year for?” 


Under the circumstances, the 
ultimate value of a Jackson cam- 
paign lies in its public defiance of 
the traditional mythology defining 
the gulf between black powerless- 
ness and white omnipotence 

The very nature of the total polit- 
ical debate over Jackson's inten- 


tions has revived a staggering 
national African-Americancom- 
munity. Due to his often contro- 


versial role in the contemporary 
black liberation struggle. and the 


ability to attract wide media atten- 
tion that the status has afforded 


- him, his expected candidacy has 


acted to fuel a reawakened com- 
munity's sense of its own potential 
power. 

On this level, it is important to 
consider my particular angle of 
vision within the specific context 
of one who has so far refused to 
register to vote for philosophical 
reasons: a conscientious objector 
if you will.

Dr. George Wiley, the founder of 
the national welfare rights move- 
ment died ten years ago this 
month ina tragic boating accident. 
Wiley's name was never a house-

Blacks specializing in Forestry 
and Engineering are sought after. 

Shoemaker did indicate that the 
area of Parks and Recreation is 
one area that they are having bet- 
ter sucess in minority recruitment 
They can compete with the private 
sector for black administrators 
because state salaries are compar- 
able to other levels of county and 
suburban governments that offer 


jobs for specialists in the field 

“I just can't take a man because 
he’s black or white, if he doesn't 
qualify for these jobs,” explained 
Shoemaker. “But we've really tried 
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to give emphasis to hiring minority 
men and women, not just on the 
lower levels but the top level posi- 
tions too. As positions turn over 
we've tried to interest minority 
administrators, and so far so 
good." 

Lt. Governor Shoemaker also 
indicated that the Natural 
Resource Dept. is expanding the 
operations of its Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps. into urban areas. 
The operation in the past has basi- 
cally been a southern Ohio pro- 
gram, but camps in Youngstown, 
Canton, Dayton, Cincinnati and 
Toledo will soon be opened

“Nearly half of the voting-age 


population has been so alienated 
and divorced from politics that 
they have consistently sat out 
elections at all levels. Policies fol- 
low politics. Those who have polit- 
ical clout reap the policy advan- 
tages. The concerns of the others 
who lack a political voice invaria- 
bly are shoved under the rug, if not 
dismissed altogether. 

“As a result, those who vote 
wield a disproportionate influence 
on policies that reward the 
corporate-military establishment, 
ignore the staggering unemploy- 
ment, weaken domestic human 
resource programs and that have 
further deepened in recent-years 
the already obscene inequality in 
the distribution of income and 


resources. Year in and year out, 
vital domestic programs, essential 
to the security of millions of lower- 
income families, are sacrificed at 
the alter of military spending, that 
diverts precious resources trom 
rebuilding our jobs, industries, 
and communities. 

“Rev. Jackson has demon- 
strated through long years of civil 
rights leadership a unique ability 
to inspire and mobilize the politi- 
cally excluded half of the citizen 
body, who up to now have sat in 
the shadows of political life and 
who yearn to enter the center- 
stage. 

“The positive effects of a Jack- 
son candidacy, on balance, far 
outweigh the negative. As a candi- 


date, Rev. Jackson would most 
effectively raise the issues that 
have been so long ignored by 
mainstream politics. He would 
bring ifto political life millions of 
new voters and their concerns for 
fullemployment, social justice, 
and international. cooperation 
rather than confrontation.

Passage Of Issue 3 Means 85 Separate Tax Laws Change 


Atlest 85 separate tax laws wilt he changed and over $1,500,000,000 
($1.5 billion) in revenue to fund state services will be lost if issue 3 is 
passed, according to an official analysis prepared by the Ohio 
Department of Taxation 

“These conservative estimates confirm our worst fears,” said Rich 
Murray, campaign manager for the Committee for Ohio, the biparti- 
san coalition formed to oppose Issues 2 and 3. “The staggering dollar 
loss in fiscal year 1985 will set the state back to the financial deficit 
problems of two years ago. The amendments also have other far- 
reaching and hidden consequences which 'wil®cause hardships for 
many millions of Ohioans.” 

Issue 3 states: “Any changes in the tax laws of the state that were 
enacted after January 1, 1983, but.before the effective date of this 
amendment, shall expire.on June 30, 1984.." Numerous changes were 
made in various sections of the state's “tax laws” this year, and if the 
issues are passed, these will be just some of the results: 

*the income tax credit for senior citizens will be cut in half (ORC 
5747.05 C) 

“the carefully crafted compromise to stabilize the funding of the 
unemployment compensation system will be thrown out, since the 


employer contribution to the fund has been held by various courts to 
be a tax. House Bill 404 was passed in June of this year, and thus 
would be repealed. 

*Ohioans will not be able to designate any of their tax refund fora 
new wildlife fund in the Department of Natural Resources, which 
expected to raise up to $2 million annually to help preserve some of 
the state's waterways and wildlife areas. (ORC 5747.113) 


“a much more burdensome estate tax will be imposed on surviving - 


spouses, costing them an additional $26 million annually in taxes they 
wouid not have to pay if current law is left unchanged. (ORC 5731.15) 

*school districts will regain the authority to propose a local income 
tax, creating an inconsistent and uneven system of school financing. 
(ORC 5747.03, 5748.01-05) 


“greater tangible personal property taxes will be levibd, especially 
hurting small businesses and those companies with large inventories 
(ORC 319.311, 321.24, 5709.01, 5711.22, §727.12). 


“a useless state bureaucracy (Department of Tax Equalization) will 
be récreated. It had been merged with the Department of Taxation, 
but the bill accomplishing that streamlining (House Bill 100) was 


passed earlier this year, and thus would be repealed. 
“the public utility excise tax rate will be reduced, costing the state 
$64 million annually in lost revenue (ORC 5727.38, 5727.40). 


“the low interest loan program to assist first time home buyers 
could have difficulty in selling bonds at favorable interest rates if the 
tax free status of those bonds, which was included in House Bill 1 
passed ealier this year, is affected by the amendment. 

Murray noted that the proponents of the issues did not even try to 
define such terms as “tax, laws,” “changed,” or “enacted,” which 
means that any disputes over what is or is not a “tax law” will 
undoubtedly get tied up in the courts. 


“Perhaps no single ballot issue has invalidated so many laws in one 
fell swoop, as Issue 3 now proposes to do. This issue decimates the 
state's General Revenue Fund, drastically reduces our efforts to edu- 
cate Ohio's children, repeals scores of vital sections of state law, 
recreates a useless and costly bureaucracy, and threatens our unem- 
ployment compensation fund, all with just one stated intent--the 
repeal of one tax. Both Issues 2 and 3 give new meaning to the word

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Black Businessman Continues 
To Preserve Family Business 
Despite Tough Economic Odds 


By JANICE D. HAMLET 


The manager of a black fam- 
ity business.in Columbus 
thinks the idea of setting aside 
a national enterprise develop- 
ment week will give attention to 
the plight of minority busi- 
nessmen in America. 

“lL think it is very important 
for us to see that it would bear 
an official emblem or shield 
that the observation of the 
Minority Enterprise’ Develop- 
ment Week (Oct. 3-7), could be 
set aside and be so proclaimed 
as a Significant step,"’ says 
Eldon Ward, general manager 
of E.E. Ward Transfer and 
Storage Company 

“Minority. persons would 
have the chance to enter upon 
what is allegedly called a free 
enterprise system where you 
can compete with the market 
on supply and demand,” Ward 
says. “As the economic trend 
says, free enterprise ts open 
butit isnot as openasitshould 
be.” 

But this hasn't stopped the 
Ward family. They've been in 
the hauling business for 102 
years 

E.E. Ward Transfer and Stor- 
age, located at 1289 E. Main 
St.. believed to be the oldest 
black business in Columbus, 
began in 1881 when the 
founder of the business came 

. home with the family name 
painted on a horse drawn 
wagon and announced that 

‘ hauling would be the family's 
way of life 

“My grandfather, William S. 
Ward established the business, 
known as the Ward Transfer 
Line in April 1881. He learned 
the hauling business from his 
father which was my great 
grandfather, John T. Ward who 
had government contracts for 
hauling supplies,’ Ward says 

“John T. Ward taught his 
sons, William, Oliver and John 
Jr. the art of self-employment 
All three of the sons went on to 
various areas of enterprise." 

But Ward said William Ward 
chose to remain in the hauling 
business transporting house- 
hold goods. offices and pianos 
Out of that growth, his four 
sons and one daughter grew 
up in the business. One of the 
sons was the father of Eldon 
Ward 

In. 1899. the youngest son 
changed the name to E.E.Ward 
Transfer and Storage and the 
business continues to operate 
under that name 

As a young man, Ward said 
he had mixed emotions about 
whether he wanted to work 

with his family orstrike outina 
new direction 

“We had worked with the 
family even as children and 
learned the business,'' he 
recalls. “During the period | 
was in college, | continued to 
work in the business. Later | 
felt that there was a need to 
learn another trade so | did 
some selling 

But Ward said he soon real- 
ized that there was no richer 
reward than working with his 
father He joined the business 
on a permanent.basis in 1943 

For almost 50 years the 
company has moved homes 
and factories from one city to 


another. It has also moved 
libraries, schools and universi- 
ties. ‘Whatever the general 
need is, we move property that 
lends itself to our kind of trans- 
portation,” he says. 

The business with its 16 
employees is also an affiliate of 
National Van Lines which gives 
them more help if necessary. 

-The company perhaps has 
gained greater recognition for 
its years of moving pianos 
across town, country and 
overseas. 

“At one time every family had 
a piano in the house,” Ward 
Says, recalling that between 
1912 an d1970, the company 
moved over two million pianos 

“I think itis a privilege to be 
recognized as an individual 
and part of a family that knows 
the industry.” 

Ward can say that without 
any undue modesty or egotism 
because in the area of handling 
fine merchandise and instru- 
ments, the Ward company has 
been recorded by piano and 
organ factories as top line in 
the U.S 

Ward says the demand for 
moving pianos is no longer 
there but for the record, ‘Eldon 
Ward still knows how to move 
pianos.” 

According to Ward, a noted 
historian. of black history in 
Columbus, the moving busi- 
ness was highly répresented 
by blacks in the early 1900's. 
“There were at least 10 or 12 
black movers in the city,” he 
says 

“It was a service area that 
was open to blacks: So was 
blacksmiths, restaurant cater- 
ers, metal workers, masons, 
Carpenters. horse trainers and 
horse breakers." 

“Then came a period of time 
blacks wanted to abandon 
trades and sought blue collar 
jobs. Now the trend is back to 
trades,” he says, “But it's the 
old trades with new skills.” 

“The training skills now deal 
with sound and communica- 
tion, data processing, ‘at the 
whole area where science is 
computed in the measurement 
of time and storage of informa- 
tion and knowledge and the 
accessibiilty to bring out 
memory tapes by pushing a 
buttgn and bringing up a pic- 
ture. But we're a long way from 
abandoning manual dexterity 

Is Ward afraid of new compe- 
tition? No. Why should he be? 
Before the average business- 
man has gotten out of bed. 
Ward, 67. has had his daily 
swim at the YMCA, spent time 
in prayer and meditation and 
has already accumulated new 
contracts 

The secret to the Ward com- 
pany’'s success is simple. 
“Hardwork," he says. “We're 


_ concerned with customers and 


make sure that they get the 
best that we have to offer. We 
also try to remember to be kind 
in Our daily relationships with 
other people." That attitude 
has won him a lot of contracts 

Ward said that unfortu- 
nately, the percentage of busi- 
ness that he gets from the 
black community is less than 


two percent of gross volumes 

‘Where there is a large 
volume of money being spent 
in the black community on

moving services, very few use 
black movers.” 

Ward said he thinks this is 
because some blacks don't 
think in terms of blacks being 
at the top of the professionals 
in production. 

But the company will be up 
$330,000 this year and Ward is 
still hauling. = 

How does he get merchan- 
dise from one part of the coun- 
try to another on time?” It's all 
measured," he says. 

“I measure my work like 
musicians measure their music 
becuas |! believe in.a new 
beginning. A musical scale has 
seven notes. The eighth note is 
a new beginning.” 

When ever a Ward truck 
reaches its destination, it's like 
the eighth note.
